The secret patriotic order is not an 
org anization to be hig hly commended 
in this country truthfully remarks the 
Minneapolis 
Journal. 
Patriotic 
Americans oug ht not to find it neces­ 
sary to have any secrets. 
There is an 
nnpleasant odor about secret political 
combinations. 
In this country no 
society should have a policy which it 
is not willing to keep ever in 
the 
blaze of tbe lig ht of public opinion. 
Some of these secret orders profess 
to be champions of our public school 
sy stem, to maintain it in its integ rity 
and free from ecclesiastical manipula« 
tion. 
This is laudable, but there is 
no use for secrecy in such a cause.

The leag ue proposes an amendment 
to the national constitution, such as 
Gen. Grant earnestly advised in 1875, 
and earnest effort is making to secure 
support for it. 
It absolutely forbids 
aoy connection of church and state 
and shuts off the relig ious sects from 
any state or national appropriations, 
any pretex t whatever.

They 
even made offering s of toy s to their dead 
children for play thing s in the world of 
spirits. 
But no voice of a Greek child 
comes to us across the g ulf of tim e.—

The term "y acht" i* derived from the 
Danish word "jag ht." meaning a chase; 
hence y achting i* the chasing of one ves­ 
sel after another, *nd according ly y acht­ 
ing and y acht racing are sy nony mous 
ex pressions. 
A y acht is and alway s has been essen­ 
tially a pleasure craft, but in the early 
day s no y acht of any size ex isted. Thus 
we find a w riter in 1706 referring to a 
y acht aa "a small ship built for swiftness 
and pleasure rather than for merchan­ 
dise o r'w arlike service." History does 
not tell us where, when or under what 
circumstances y achta were first bnilt, 
bat it is certain they are of ancient ori­ 
g in and w e n only owned by roy al per­ 
son* and g reat nobles. 
Tbe latter fact 
receives corroboration from an ancient 
but carefnlly compiled dictionary of sin­ 
g ular words, where a y acht is described 
as "a pleasure craft of not mcq re than 
109 tons for the king ’s use." 
The earliest mention of a y acht in this 


cetved from the king of Norway a pres­ 
ent of a mag nificent state barg e, rig g ed 
with purple sails and decorated with 
wroug ht g old. 
<^u©« n Elizabeth, we 
know, freq uently used a » tate barg e, 
and so have successive sovereig n# to this 
day . 
It is curious to relate, and g oes 
far to show tho primitive nature of our 
early resource« , that while foreig ners 
were able to build y acht* their ex ample 
was sot followed in this country till 
1588, when the first Eng lish y acht was 
constructed at Co we* aud 
launched 
from that port. 
But while 1588 may be fized a* the 
commencement of y acht building in 
Eng land, it cannot be » aid that during 
the nex t half century much prog ress waa 
with the newly acq uired industry . 
Indeed, had it not been for Charles LI, 
it is probable that the trade would not 
have been established for some time to 
come. 
King Charles, however, was t » 'ry 
fond of sailing , and the Dutch East India 
company , with tbe view of g aining roy al 
favor, presented him with a « mall sloop 
rig g ed veasel. 
The advent of the foreig n 
built vessel evidently stimulated native 
talent, a* we find Evely n, in hi* diary of 
Oct. 1,1661, writing , "I sailed this morn­ 
ing with his majesty in one of his y achts or 
pleasure boat*, vessels not known among 
os till tbe Dutch East India company 
presented that carious piece to the king .” 
But the king was not only a y achtsman; 
he waa also a desig ner, and drew the 
lines of the Jamie, a 25 tonner, built at 
Lambeth, and raced her ag ainst the Be- 
zan. a small Dutch built vessel belong ­ 
ing to the Duke of York. 
The course was from Greenwich to 
Graveeend and back and the prize £ 100, 
which was won by the Bexan. 
As the 
ships were desig ned and constructed in 
different countries the race may fairly 
claim to have possessed an international 
character, while from the fact that the 
roy al owners steered their own boats it 
was clearly an am ateur match. 
Unfor- 
tunately with the death of Charles U 
came another lull in the history of y acht­ 
ing , and it wa* not till early in the eig ht­ 
eenth century that any real revival took 
place. 
During this long interval, how­ 
ever. y achting had g radually becom« * a 
more democratic amusement, and tbe 
sport of king s had descended to the level 
of commoners. Cork harbor became a 
“■ » / » *» g round fcnd during 
tbe summer months was crowded with 
diminutive pleasure vessels. 
Indeed, so 
popular did the sport become that in 1720 
the Cork Harbor W ater club was formed 
to encourag e y acht racing . The club ul­ 
timately developed into what is now the 
Roy al Cork Yacht club. 
Here, then, we 
have the first authentic attem pt at org an­ 
ization in the y achting world. 
A few y ears later the sport came into 
favor in the south of Eng land, and Mait­ 
land, in his "History of London” (1739). 
refers to sailing as one of the amuse­ 
ments to be met with on the river 
Thames, while later 6till (1801) Strutt, 
in his well known work on "Sports and 
Pastimes," mentions the ex istence of a 
society consisting of certain g entlemen 
who g ave a silver cup to be sailed for 
annually in the vicinity of London. To­ 
ward the close of the eig hteenth century 
Cowes became the favorite resort of 
runni r. but still the contending 
vessels were or small size, none being 
over 85 tons. 
It was not until «.u«. *v— 
dation of the y acht club, afterw ard the 
Roy al Yacht club and now the world re­ 
nowned Roy al Yacht sq uadron, that 
y achting in this country may fairly be 
said to have established itself as a na­ 
tional sport, and even then (1812) the 
number of y achts afloat only reache» ! 50. 
all told. 
But from this time the popu­ 
larity of y achting rapidly g rew, and club 
after club followed in q niok succession. 
—London Times.

which, however, we were not disposed 
to g ive up. Just as Everest was about 
to swing the fish on his hook into the ' 
boat the profeeeor took up his oar, hop- I 
ing to stnke aud thus capture the larg e 
one. 
The movement of the oar attract­ 
ed the attention of the fish, and in a 
twinkle he made a pas» +t it. 
Tbe blade 
was about 7 inches wide, but his jaws 
g rated across the upper and lower edg e« , , 
sawing a g roove on either side with his 
sharp teeth. 
The professor, by carry ing 
his oar forward with the movement of 
the fish, at the same time raising it from 
the water, landed the hug e fellow into 
the boat. 
He weig hed 13i pounds. 
The fish on : 
the book only weig hed three pounds, but 
showed sig ns of battle, being bitten in 
several place« .

Fair Finances. 
When Chairman Peck, of the fi­ 
nance committee, figured up with 
Treasurer Seeberger at the close he 
found the exposition had just $2,515,- 
000 in the bank and in the souvenir 
coin fund. Estimating the receipts at 
$150,000 more than the cost of ad­ 
ministration for the last day, the 
balance on band at midnight Oct. 30 
was nearly $2,750,000. 
Of this sum 
nearly #1,500,000 is in souvenir coins 
counted at their face value of 50 cents 
each. 
The total revenue from concessions 
for the six months was in the neigh­ 
borhood of $3,750,000, from which 
deductions were allowed amounting 
to about $250,000 for improvements 
pail! for by the concessionaire*. 
Re­ 
ceipts from admissions and minor 
sources aggregate about $10,500,000, 
not including 
salvage. 
Altogether 
the treasury has received over $14,- 
000,000 since the first day from gate 
receipts, concessions and incidental 
sources of revenue. 
Against the income from all sources, 
including $4,500,000 of bonds and $5,- 
500,(XX) of stock, there has been a 
charge of $19,000,000 for construction, 
and 
the operating exneuses have 
been about $7,(XX),OOO. 
Up to and in­ 
cluding the closing day the stock­ 
holders have a prospect of between 
15 and 20 percent on their subscrip­ 
tions. 
Whether the dividend will be 
paid in the end depends on the cost 
of removing the buildings and closing 
up the affairs of the corporation.

Logging H ill Be Eight. 


Ray W. Jones, of the Northern 
Mill 
company, 
came 
down from 
Brainerd 
this week. 
He says that 
from all that he can learn the opera­ 
tions in the woods this winter will be 
very 
limited. 
Speaking 
for the 
Northern Mill company, he states 
that they would carry over from 
forty to fifty million feet of Jogs this 
season, aud consequently they do not 
intend to log more than twelve or 
fifteen million feet this winter. 
The 
company has already established five 
camps aud has sent 125 men into the 
woods. 
The wages that were being 
paid average all the way from twelve 
to 
twenty dollars, which is fully 
twenty per cent loweMhan last year. 
The fact that labor and supplies are 
cheaper this year does not cut much 
of a figure as an inducement for more 
extensive operations in the woods, 
Mr. Jones thinks, as money is pro 
portionately hard to get, and as there 
is a big supply of logs already cut 
for next season much logging this 
winter would be wholly impracticable. 
Of course the old contracts must be 
^tended to, but beyond this the new 
contracts will be very few this fall.— 
Lumberman. 


No Secrecy Needed. 
There was a conference of secret 
patriotic orders in Chicago the other 
day and the delegates agreed to call 
a national convention, the date to be 
determined next spring. 
The secret patriotic order is not an 
organization to b? highly commended 
in this cqqntry truthfully remarks the 
Minneapolis 
Journal. 
patriotic 
Americans ought not to find it neces­ 
sary to have any secrets. 
There is hq 
unpleasant odor about secret political 
combinations. 
la this 
country no 
society should have a policy which it 
is not willing to keep ever in 
the 
blaze of the light of public opinion. 
Some of these secret orders profess 
to be champions of our public school 
system, to maintain it in its integrity 
and free from ecclesiastical manipula­ 
tion. 
This is laudable, but there is 
no use for secrecy in such a cause. 
The best organization for the pro­ 
motion of such interest!, and one 
which we have often commended, is 
the National League for the Protec­ 
tion of American Institutions. 
It was 
founded in 1889 and does not embody 
the element of secrecy. 
Everything 
it does is open and above board. 
It 
proposes, among other thing, to se­ 
cure constitutional 
and legislative 
safe guards for the protection of the 
coipmop pchool 
system 
and pre­ 
vent 
all 
sectarian 
or 
denomina­ 
tional appropriations of public funds. 
The league proposes an amendment 
to the national constitution, such as 
Gen. Grant earnestly advised in 1875, 
and earnest effort is making to secure 
support for it. 
It absolutely forbids 
any connection of church and state 
and shuts off the religions sects from 
any state or national appropriations, 
any pretext whatever.

“There was a brief time, a second or 
two, when both men were playing—the 
retiring pianist the treble and the on­ 
coming player the bass—and for a frac­ 
tion of a second they Were both stand­ 
ing. But now the new player is fairly 
opixwritn the center of the keyboard. He 
settles into the seat, and now it is his 
hand that strikes the treble, and now tao 
whole piano resounds to his resolute 
touch. 
“In fact, there never was a minute 
when the piano had anything to say 
about it.

CHANGES IN THE CONSTRUCTION OF 
VESSELS IN 300 YEARS. 


A Bor*1 Book Buyer. 
Empress Catherine ll of Russia wa* a 
great reader and a lover of hooka. One 
of her services to letters in Russia was 
the purchase of the libraries of Voltaire 
and Diderot. She was a warm friend 
and admirer of these French philoso­ 
phers, and their work interested her be­ 
cause she was eager to learn new theo­ 
ries of politics and government Vol­ 
taire's library of about 7,000 volumes Is 
now a part of the Russian imperial u 
briar in th© Hermits©* pnlRC*, and in 
the hall devoted to it is Houdon's status 
of Voltaire. 
The story of Catherine’s purchase o. 
Diderot's library is interesting. It is 
creditable to her tact and her generosity. 
Diderot named £15,000 as the pru e of 
his library. 
Catherine II offered him 
£16,000 and named as a condition of the 
bargain that her purchase should remain 
with Diderot until his death. Thus Did­ 
erot, -without leaving Paris, became 
Catherine’s librarian in his own library. 
As her librarian he was given a yearly 
salary of £1.000. 
One year this salary was not paid. 
Then Catherine wrote to her librarian 
that she could not have htrn or her li­ 
brary suffer through the negligence of a 
treasurer’s clerk, and that she should 
send him the sum that she iiad set aside 
for the care and increase of her library 
for 50 years. At the end of that period 
she would make new arrangements. A 
check for £26.000 accompanied this let­ 
ter.—Youth’s Companion.

The term “yacht” is derived from the 
Danish word “jaght,” meaning a chase; 
hence yachting is the chasing of one ves­ 
sel after another, and accordingly yacht­ 
ing and yacht racing are synonymous 
expressions. 
A yacht is and always has been essen 
dally a pleasure craft, but in the early 
days no yacht of any size existed. Thus 
we find a writer in 1706 referring to a 
yacht as “a small ship built for swiftness 
and pleasure rather than for merchan­ 
dise or'warlike service.” History does 
not tell us where, when or under what 
circumstances yachts were first built, 
but it is certain they are of ancient ori­ 
gin and were only owned by royal per­ 
sons and great nobles. The latter fact 
receives corroboration from an ancient 
but carefully compiled dictionary of sin­ 
gular words, where a yacht is described 
as “a pleasure craft of not move than 
I OO tons for the king’s use.” 
The earliest mention of a yacht in this 
g 
antry wasaafar back as the Anglo- 
xon period, when rung avucibwui lh- 
eelyed from the king of Norway a pres­ 
ent of a magnificent aute barge, rigged 
with purple sails and decorated with 
wrought gold. 
Queen Elizabeth, 55® 
know, frequently used a state barge, 
and so have successive sovereigns to this 
day. It is curious to relate, and goes 
far to show the primitive nature of our 
early resources, that while foreigners 
were able to build yachts their example 
was not followed in this country till 
1588, when the firat English yacht was 
constructed at Cowes and launched 
from that port. 
But while 1588 may be fixed as the 
commencement of yacht building in 
England, it cannot be said that during 
the next half century much progress was 
made with the newly acquired industry. 
Indeed, had it not been for Charles ll, 
it is probable that the trade would not 
have been established for some time to 
come. King Charles, however, was very 
fond of sailing, and the Dutch East India 
company, with the view of gaining royal 
favor, presented him with a small sloop 
rigged vessel. The advent of the foreign 
built vessel evidently stimulated native 
talent, aa we find Evelyn, in his diary of 
Oct. 1,1661, writing, “I sailed this morn­ 
ing with his majesty in one of his yachts or 
pleasure boats, vessels not known among 
os till the Dutch East India company 
presented that curious piece to the king.” 
But the king was not only a yachtsman; 
he was also a designer, and drew the 
lines of the Jamie, a 25 tonner, built at 
Lambeth, and raced her against the Be­ 
zan, a small Dutch built vessel belong­ 
ing to the Duke pf York. 
The course was from Greenwich to 
Gravesend and back and the prize £100, 
which was won by the Bezan. As the 
ships were designed and constructed in 
different countries the race may fairly 
claim to have possessed an international 
character, while from the fact that the 
royal owners steered their own boats it 
was clearly an amateur match. Unfor­ 
tunately with the death of Charles LI 
came another lull in the history of yacht­ 
ing, and it was not till early in the eight­ 
eenth century that any real revival took 
place. During this long interval, how­ 
ever. yachting had gradually become a 
more democratic amusement, and the 
sport of kings had descended to the level 
of commoners. Cork harbor became a 
verite yachting ground Rind during 
the summer months was crowded with 
diminutive pleasure vessels. Indeed, so 
popular did the sport beoome that in 1720 
the Cork Harbor Water club was formed 
to encourage yacht racing. The club ul­ 
timately developed into what is now the 
Royal Cork Yacht club. Here, then, we 
have the first authentic attempt at organ­ 
ization in the yachting world. 
A few years later the sport came into 
favor in the south of England, and Mait­ 
land, in his “History of London” (1739), 
refers to sailing as one of the amuse­ 
ments to be met with on the river 
Thames, while later still (1801) Strutt, 
in his well known work on “Sports and 
Pastimes,” mentions the existence of a 
society consisting of certain gentlemen 
who gave a silver cup to be sailed for 
annually in the vicinity of Loudon. To­ 
ward the close of the eighteenth century 
Cowes became the favorite resort of 
ytudit ra/rinfir. but still the contending 
vessels were of small size, none being 
over 85 tons. It was not antu iLv tv VMS" 
elation of the yacht club, afterward the 
Royal Yacht club and now the world re­ 
nowned Royal Yacht squadron, that 
yachting in this country may fairly be 
said to have established itself as a na­ 
tional sport, and even then (1812) tho 
number of yachts afloat only reached 50, 
all told. But from this time tho popu­ 
larity of yachting rapidly grew, and club 
after club followed in quiok succession.

The scene of the following incident 
about 40 miles from Gloversville,

now quite exhausted. 


which, however, we were not disposed 
to give up. Just as Everest was about 
to swing the fish on his hook into the 
boat the professor took up his oar, hop­ 
ing to strike and thus capture the large 
one. The movement of the oar attract­ 
ed the attention of the fish, and in a 
twinkle he made a pass at it. The blade 
was about 7 inches wide, but his jaws 
grated across the upper and lower edges, 
sawing a groove on either side with his 
sharp teeth. The professor, by carrying 
his oar forward with the movement of 
the fish, at tile same time raising it from 
the water, landed the huge fellow into 
the boat. 
He weighed 13J pounds. The fish on 
the hook only weighed three pounds, but 
showed signs of battle, being bitten in 
several places. Upon opening him we 
found, as is often the case, a fish of 
smaller size in his stomach. This one 
showed signs of life and was opened, 
We then discovered a pretty little gold 
chatelaine watch and were surprised 
that the time agreed with our watches 
and that it was running. 
More than pleased with our fishing ex­ 
pedition, we returned to the Adirondack 
hotel and informed Landlord George A. 
McCoy of our good luck, at the same 
time showing the watch. In less than 
two minutes all the guests about toe 
house were in the office,

Albany, who said that the watch wae a 
token of friendship which she had priced 
verv highly. When on the lake In the 
early part of the day, it had fallen into 
the water, and, she supposed, was lost.

A Man’s Skeleton Found. 
While going through the woods on 
Wednesday, Guy Stratton, of this 
city, found the remains of a dead 
man in an out of the way place be­ 
tween Gilbert Lake mid the Mississ­ 
ippi river. 
Nothing was left of the 
remains but the skeleton, hence he 
must have met death early in the 
spring or summer. At his feet lay an 
old-fashioned pin fire revolver of a 
foreign make, with one chamber emp­ 
ty. 
In his coat pocket was another 
revolver, a doable acting weapon of 
American make, with all the cham­ 
bers filled. An open satchel lay on the 
ground besiege him, in which was a 
pad of writing paper, and a German 
circular of a hotel at Frakfort on the 
Main. 
Scattered 
on 
the ground 
around it were a great many articles 
that a man usually carries, such as a 
pocket book, pipe and tobacco, comb, 
hand glass, thread and needles, and 
a great many revolver cartridges. In 
the pocket book was found $4.10 in 
American silver money. 
In his vest 
pocket was a silver watch of a foreign 
make with a silver chain attached. 
A note book was found in which was 
a card bearing the name of “Matthias 
Renner.” 
The same name is also 
written in the book. 
From the hotel 
circular, one would naturally suppose 
him to be a German. 
He was a man 
apparently about five feet and nine 
inches tall, and was dressed in a light 
cotton suit of clothes such as laboring 
men wear. 
Air. Losey, .who got the 
remains, says that the skin on one side 
of his face had dried down instead of 
decaying, and was covered with a 
growth of light colored hair, which 
would indicate that the mau was of 
light complexion. 
No inquest was 
deemed necessary, as he undoubtedly 
committed suicide, the revolver with 
the empty chamber and the undisturb­ 
ed pocket book a1! indicating 
this 
manner of death. 
No one has been 
missed here, consequently the man 
must have been a stranger. 
His remains were buried yesterday, 
but all the effects can be seen at Lo­ 
sey & Deans undertaking rooms.

each. 
The total revenue from concessions 
for the Hix months was in the neigh- 
Ijorhood of $3,750,000, from which 
deductions were allowed am ounting 
to about $250,000 for improvements 
paid for by the concessionaire*. 
R e­ 
ceipts from admissions and mioor 
sources aggregate about $10,500,000, 
not including 
salvage. 
A ltogether 
the treasury has received over $14,- 
000,000 since the first day from gate 
receipts, concessions and incidental 
sources of revenue. 
Against the income from all sources, 
including $4,500,000 of bonds and $5,- 
500,(XX) of stock, there has been a 
charge of $19,(XX),000 for construction, 
and 
the operating ex Deuses

holders have a prospect of between 
15 and 20 percent on their subscrip­ 
tions.

He says that 
from all that he can learn the opera­ 
tions in the woods this winter will be 
very 
lim ited. 
Speaking

N orthern Mill company, he slates 
that they would carry over from 
forty to fifty million feet of logs this 
season, and consequently they do not 
intend to log more than twelve or 
fifteen million feet this winter. 
The 
company has already established five 
camps and has sent 125 men into the 
woods. 
The wages that were being 
paid average all the way from twelve 
to 
tw enty dollars, which is fully 
twenty per cent lower than last year. 
T be fact that labor and supplies are 
cheaper this year does not cut much 
of a figure as an inducem ent for more 
extensive operations in the woods, 
Mr. Jones thinks, as money is pro 
portionately hard to get, and as there 
is a big supply of logs already cut 
for next season much logging this 
w inter would be wholly impracticable. 
Of course the old contracts must 
attended to, but beyond this the new 
contracts will be very few* this fall.— 
Lum berm an.

Americans ought not to find it neces­ 
sary to have any secrets. 
There is an 
unpleasant odor about secret political 
combinations. 
Iu this 
country no 
society should have a policy which it 
is not willing to keep ever in 
the 
blaze of the light of public opinion. 
Some of these secret orders profess 
to be champions of our public school 
system, to m aintain it in its integrity 
and free from ecclesiastical manipula- 
tion. 
This is laudable, but there is 
no use for secrecy in such a cause. 
The best organization for the pro­ 
motion of such interest!, and one 
which we have often commended, is 
the National League for the Protec­ 
tion of American Institutions. 
I t was 
founded in 1889 and does not embody 
the element of secrecy. 
Everything 
it does is open and above board. 
It 
proposes, among other thing, to se­ 
cure constitutional 
and legtslative 
safe guards for the protection of the 
common school 
system 
and pre­ 
vent 
all 
seotarian 
or 
denom ina­ 
tional appropriations of public funds. 
The league proposes an am endm ent 
to the national constitution, such as 
Geu. G rant earnestly advised in 1875, 
and earnest effort is m aking to secure 
support for it. 
It absolutely forbids 
aoy connection of church and state 
and shuts off the religious sects from 
any state or national appropriations, 
any pretext whatever.

A R oyal B ook B uyer. 
Empress Catherine 11 of Russia was a 
great reader and a lover of books. One 
of her services to letters in Russia was 
the purchase of the libraries of Voltaire 
and Diderot. She was a warm friend 
and admirer of these French philoso­ 
phers, and their work interested her be­ 
cause she was eager to learn new theo­ 
ries of politics and government. Vol­ 
taire’s library of about 7,000 volumes is 
now a part of the Russian imperial li 
brarv in th« Herrnitaffa palw ce, a n d in 
the hall devoted to it is Iloudon’s status 
of Voltaire. 
The story of Catherine’s purchase of 
Diderot’s library is interesting. It is 
creditable to her tact and her generosity. 
Diderot named £15,000 as the price of 
his library. 
Catherine II offered him 
£16,000 and named as a condition of the 
bargain that her purchase should remain 
with Diderot until his death. Thus Did­ 
erot, without leaving Paris, became 
Catherine’s librarian in his own library. 
As her librarian he was given a yearly 
salary of £1,000. 
One year this salary* was not paid. 
Then Catherine wrote to her librarian 
that she could not have Win or her li­ 
brary suffer through the negligence of a 
treasurer’s clerk, and that she should 
send him the sum that she liad set aside 
for the care and increase of b*r library 
for 50 years. 
At the end of that period 
she would make new arrangements. A 
check for £25,000 accompanied this let­ 
ter.—Youth’s Companion.

It is to be regretted that not a single 
letter by a Roman or a Greek child sur­ 
vives, the nearest approach being, per­ 
haps, some verses written by a child of 
10 in the later empire, which his parents 
had engraved upon his tomb two years 
later. The ancients doted on their chil­ 
dren. 
Catullus wrote an ode to his 
daughter’s sparrow, Ovid to his chil­ 
dren’s parrot, and the Greeks wrote 
epigrams to their children's toys. They 
even made offerings of toys to their dead 
children for playthings in the world of 
spirits. 
But no voice of a Greek child 
comes to us across the gulf of time.-— 
London Spectator. 


“ I tie L ost CoDtlni? * " 
Pr. Dowdier Sharpe, the well known 
ornithologist of the British museum, de­ 
livered a lecture at the Savage club on 
“The Lost Continent.” Dr. Sharpe first 
illustrated the zoo geographical regions 
of the world, with their peculiar forms 
of bird life, and explained the occurrence 
of isolated forms in different portions of 
the globe by the existence of a former 
land connection now vanished beneath 
the sea. 
The idea of an ancient tropical 
continent at the south pole uniting South 
America, Madagascar and Australia is 
arousing considerable interest aud dis­ 
cussion in scientific circles at the present 
time, chiefly owing to the support which 
it has received from the recent discov­ 
eries in the Chatham islands of Mr. H. 
O. Forbes, the well known Malayan trav­ 
eler. The lecturer in conclusion dealt 
with some problems of the geographical 
distribution of birds for which no rea­ 
sonable solution has yet been offered,—

ORIGIN OF YACHTING. 


CHANGES IN THE CONSTRUCTION OF

The term “yacht” is derived from the 
Danish word “jaght,” meaning a chase; 
hence yachting is the chasing of one ves­ 
sel after another, and accordingly yacht­ 
ing and yacht racing are synonymous 
expressions. 
A yacht is and always has been essen­ 
tially a pleasure craft, but in the early 
days no yacht of any size existed. Thus 
we find a writer in 1706 referring to a 
yacht as “a small ship built for swiftness 
and pleasure rather than for merchan­ 
dise or warlike service.” History does 
not tell us where, when or nnder what 
circumstances yachts were first built, 
but it is certain they are of ancient ori­ 
gin and were only owned by royal per­ 
sons and great nobles. The latter fact 
receives corroboration from an ancient 
but carefully compiled dictionary of sin­ 
gular words, where a yacht is described 
as “a pleasure craft of not more than 
lOOtons for the king’s use.” 
The earliest mention of a yacht in this 


s s f t j a . t t e 
celved from the king of Norway a pres­ 
ent of a magnificent state barge, rigged 
with purple sails and decorated with 
wrought gold. 
Queen Elizabeth, we 
know, frequently used a state barge, 
and so have successive sovereigns to this 
day. It is curious to relate, and goes 
far to show the primitive nature of our 
early resources, that while foreigners 
were able to build yachts their example 
was not followed in this country till 
1588, when the firet English yacht was 
constructed at Cowes aud launched 
from that port. 
But while 1588 may be fixed as the 
commencement of yacht bmlding in 
England, it cannot be said that during 
the next half century much progress was 
made with the newly acquired industry. 
Indeed, had it not been for Charles H, 
it is probable that the trade would not 
have been established for some time to 
come. King Charles, however, was very 
fond of sailing, and the Dutch East India 
company, with the view of gaining royal 
favor, presented him with a small sloop 
rigged vessel. The advent of the foreign 
built vessel evidently stimulated native 
talent, as we find Evelyn, in his diary of 
Oct. 1,1661, writing, “I sailed this morn­ 
ing with his majesty in one of his yachts or 
pleasure boats, vessels not known among 
os till the Dutch East India company 
presented that curious piece to the king.” 
But the king was not only a yachtsman; 
he was also a designer, and drew the 
lines of the Jamie, a 25 tonner, built at 
Lambeth, and raced her against the Be- 
zan, a small Dutch built vessel belong­ 
ing to the Duke of York. 
The course was from Greenwich to 
Gravesend and back and the prize £100, 
which was won by the Rezan. As the 
ships were designed and constructed in 
different countries the race may fairly 
claim to have possessed an international 
character, while from the fact that the 
royal owners steered their own boats it 
was clearly an amateur match. 
Unfor­ 
tunately with the death of Charles U 
came another lull in the history of yacht­ 
ing, and it was not till early in the eight­ 
eenth century that any real revival took 
place. 
During this long interval, how­ 
ever, yachting had gradually become a 
more democratic amusement, and the 
sport of kings had descended to the level 
of commoners. Cork harbor became a 
fiYcrltc yachting ground and during 
the summer months was crowded with 
diminutive plefwure vessels. Indeed, so 
popular did the sport beoome that in 1720 
the Cork Harbor W ater club was formed 
to encourage yacht racing. The club ul­ 
timately developed into what is now the 
Royal Cork Yacht club. 
Here, then, we 
have the first authentic attempt at organ­ 
ization in the yachting world. 
A few years later the sport came into 
favor in the south of England, and Mait­ 
land, in his “History of London” (1739), 
refers to sailing as one of the amuse­ 
ments to be met with on the river 
Thames, while later still (1801) Strutt, 
in his well known work on “Sports and 
Pastimes,” mentions the existence of a 
society consisting of certain gentlemen 
who gave a silver cup to be sailed for 
annually in the vicinity of London. To­ 
ward the close of the eighteenth century 
Cowes became the favorite resort of 
y u rh t m ?in£t. bnt still the c o n te n d in g 
vessels were of small size, none being 
over 85 tons. 
It was not until in,. 
dation of the yacht club, afterward the 
Royal Yacht club and now the world re­ 
nowned Royal Yacht squadron, that 
yachting in this country may fairly be 
said to have established itself as a na­ 
tional sport, and even then (1812) the 
number of yachts afloat only reached 50, 
all told. 
But from this time the popu­ 
larity of yachting rapidly grew, and club 
after club followed in quick succession. 
—London Times.

A note book was found in which was 
a card bearing the name of “Matthias 
Renner.” 
The same name is also 
written in the book. 
From the hotel 
circular, one would naturally suppose 
him to be a German. 
He was a man 
apparently about five feet and niue 
inches tall, and was dressed in a light 
cotton suit of clothes such as laboring 
men wear.
